ANOTHER MURDER. 


Lino 
Martinez Killed 
Santa Monica. 
Near 


A 
COMPLICATED 
TBAGEDY. 


A rrest of Juan Jose Pina—The Sus­ 
pect Badly Injured—H4s Sto­ 
ry of the Alfair. 


When A. B. Everett,* Milee Benson 
and G. R. Ketchum, a trio of Americans 
who are camping in the Santa Ynez 
cañón, north of Santa Monica, looked 
over toward the beach as they arose in 
the early honre yesterday morning, they 
beheld a spectacle ghastly beyond all 
conception. 
Stretched across the trail 
that leads to the Santa Monica cañón lay 
the dead body of a man, still bleeding, 
and as they approached they saw that he 
had evidently been engaged in a terrible 
struggle befor#he gave up his life. H is 
head was literally an unrecognizable 
mass, and presented the appearance of 
having been beaten with a huge rock, 
club, or some other blunt instrum ent. 
Close by his side on the sand was a 
small white-handled penknife, one blade 
of which was open and showed by ite 
rusty stains that it was evidently covered 
with the life-blood of some one, and 
near it was a black-handled knife, closed, 
and looking more as if it bad fallen from 
some one’s pocket than if it had been 
used in the encounter. 
The broken 
splinters of a not very heavy stick were 
also scattered about, a n d ' the ground 
where the body lay was tumbled in a 
manner that betokened that a fierce 
tusHle of some description had taken 
plao9. Careful not to disturb anv of the 
surroundings, so that the law’ might 
have full scope in its investigations, the 
discoverers of the 
tragedy returned 
to 
their 
camp 
with 
the 
inten­ 
tion 
of 
driving 
into 
town 
and 
notifying the officials. As they did so 
they observed a man leading*a mule, 
limping down the mountain eide, and 
with the object of obtaining all the in­ 
formation possible they beckoned him 
and he willingly approached. As he 
came close, they saw th at he had evi­ 
dently been one of the prime movers in 
the crime, for he was covered with 
blood, and his face was almost as hideous 
a spectacle as that of the corpBe in the 
road. They hailed him in English, but 
he responded with a "no sabe,” under­ 
standing enough of their language, how­ 
ever, to assent when they told him that 
he would have to go to town with them. 
They soon hitched u d their wagon and 
then started for Santa Monica. 
THE NEWS ARRIVES. 
As the road goes, it is abont six and a 
half miles from Banta Ynez to the city 
of Santa Monica, aDd the trails are none 
too good, for they wind down precipitous 
inclines and across gorges, canons and 
plateaos, ad lib. It was therefore nearly 
9 o’clock when they reached town, 
where they soon located Constable Dex­ 
ter, who, on hearing their story, took 
charge of the prisoner and locked him 
up in the City Jail. 
H ere he was ques­ 
tioned 
as 
to 
the 
circumstances 
of 
the 
affair, 
and 
he 
narrated 
story 
to 
the 
effect 
that 
he 
had been attacked while riding during 
the night by two men and that a fight 
had ensued in which he was badly 
wounded. 
He certainly had plenty of 
testimony in support of this part of his 
story for his back was gashed, hia left 
cheek was cut open, a long slash ex­ 
tended from his right ear downwards 
and the thnm b of his right hand was 
laid completely open, all of the wouads 
being apparently inflicted by a sharp 
knife or some such instrum ent. 
OFFICIALS FROM TOWN. 
M eantime notification of the affair had 
been telephoned to Coroner Meredith, 
and on the 10:15 a. m . train he, in com­ 
pany with Dr. Choate and an official 
court reporter, arrived at Santa Monica 
and at once prepared to go to the scene 
of the murder. 
Speedy horses were ob­ 
tained and by 10:30 all were on the road, 
the 
party 
being, strengthened 
by 
Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
Tanner, 
a Deputy Constable, Constable Dex­ 
ter and a H e r a l d man. 
It was hard 
travelling, as those who have ever tried 
fast journeying on a sandy track road 
will adm it, so it was nearly 12 o’clock 
when the rocky promontory which hides 
the Santa Ynez cañón from view was 
reached. Then over the huge boulders 
which 
have 
been 
washed 
hard 
and clean by the never-ceasing waves 
and over a little dip in the road and the 
scene of the murder burst into view. The 
news had by this time ecatcered around 
& good deal, with tho result that Mexican 
p a íta n o s flocked in from the eurrounding 
settlements, and there they stood, some 
fifty feet away 
from the 
murdered 
man, and discussed the situation. There 
were plenty of volunteers of information 
when the H e r a l d man started his in­ 
vestigations. 
One knew both the mur­ 
dered man and the accused. 
He said 
that the man lying dead in the road wan 
Lino Martinez, a wood-chopper, some 2G 
years of age, and long a resident in the 
vicinity. 
The hom bre who had been ar­ 
rested was Juan Jose Piña, also a wood 
chopper, who had passed most of the 43 
years of his life in the Tapango cañón, 
which lies beyond the Santa Ynez. Piña 
and Martinez were friendly, it was said, 
in the past; one of the paisanos preBeDt 
bad 88en them drinking together the 
previous afternoon at PaEcual Marquez’s 
place, in the Santa Monica cañón. 
"M artinez’s horse came to his home at 
8 o’clock this morning,” spoke up an 
aged Spaniard. "W e knew then that 
something was the matter, for a Span­ 
iard’s horse always stays at his master’s 
side for him to rem ount if he falls—if he 
is unable to do so, the horse goes home.” 
One of the American campers, who 
had captured Pifia, said that the murder 
m ust have been committed somewhere 
about midnight, for at that hour they 
were disturbed by the groaning of a man. 
They thought, however, that it was some 
drunken Mexican on hia way to the eet- 
tlem ent near by, and bothered no more 
about it. 
Dr. Choate had meantime been busy 
examining the prostrate man, and said 
that there were no knife-wound3 abont 
the head at all, and that death had evi­ 
dently been caused by blows from some 
heavy substance—a rock would do the 
deadly work. Jast at this moment an­ 
other discovery was made, a vest being 
found on tho other side of tho laguna, 
near which tho murdered man lay. It 
looked as If tho encounter had taken 
* 
among the rocks at tho promon­ 


tory. some fifty yards distant, but the 
sand showed no signs of a dead body 
having been dragged over it, thus sup­ 
porting the idea th at Martinez had kept 
his feet until he fell where he died. 
All of the obtainable evidence being by 
this tim e procured, Coroner Meredith, 
who had been laboring like a Trojan, se­ 
lected a jury, and then the body was 
placed into a wagon and all started for 
town. 


BACK TO SANTA MONICA. 
The return journey was even more 
jogging than the outward trip, for owing 
to the increased load it was impossible to 
take the beach road, thus necessitating 
a journey by the precipitous trails of the 
cañón country. It was a few minutes 
past 2 o’clock when Santa Monica was 
reached, and the news of the tragedy had 
evidently widely spread, for there was a 
curious throng collected at Judge Twich- 
ell's court-room, one of the cham bers of 
which is used for the town morgue. 
While the body was being laid out and 
the legal preliminaries being arranged, 
the H r r a ld man, by courtesy of Marshal 
Barretto and Constable Dexter, was per­ 
mitted to interview the prisoner in hiB 
cell. 
TINA'S STORY. 
Now that the blood had been cleansed 
from his face Piña presented quite an or­ 
dinary appearance, 
short, stout and 
powerful, a good many of the Indian 
features eo often seen. 
He was quite 
willing to talk and in response to queries 
put to him through the medium of an in­ 
terpreter told the following story: 
"Y esterday I rode into Santa Monica 
cañón and there went on a little spree. 
During the afternoon Martinez came in. 
He bad been to Santa Monica and he 
and I had several drinks together. It 
m ast have been somewhere about 10 
o’clock when I mounted and started for 
home, traveling 
alone, 
for M artinez 
stayed behind. 
I took the customary 
road along the beach and jogged along 
unconscious that anything was im pend­ 
ing until I reached the Santa Yne* rocks. 
Then on turning I noticed that Martinez 
and another man were riding up behind 
me and as they were going faster than I 
was they were soon abreast of me. M ar­ 
tinez then ran at me with a knife and I 
tried to keep him off with my hat, 
which 
you 
see 
is 
all 
cnt 
(ehowing 
his 
headgear 
which 
was sliced in several places). 
I started 
in to defend myself, and we fihally fell 
off our horses, for we were both more or 
lees drunk. 
We fought over an area of 
fifty yards until we reached the laguna, 
and I succeeded in knocking Martinez 
down several times. 
The last time I hit 
him he did not rise, so I went away into 
the hills, where I Baw an American 
camp. 
I stayed near there until morn­ 
ing and then surrendered myself.” 
As Piña concluded, an officer arrived 
to take him to court, where he was soon 
seated, the center of attraction for a 
score of loungers who flocked in and 
crowded the little room. Coroner Mere­ 
dith’s investigations brought out nothing 
new, the only particular point being the 
testimony of Pascual Marquez, who said 
that Piña and Martinez were together at 
his placa the previous afternoon and 
were apparently on good terms. 
Judge 
Twichell, in accordance with his duties, 
therefore arrnigo^d thf* pHaonor and 
committed him to the County Jail w ith­ 
out bail, Saturday next bein'g set for the 
examination. 
The prisoner was taken to town on 
the 3:50 p. m. train by Constable Dexter 
and plied with questions by the H e r a l d 
man during the journey on the train. 
"D id the man who was with Martinez 
attack you?” was asked. 
"N o,” was the reply, "h e rode away, 
I dont know w here.” 
W hat did you strike Martinez w ith?” 
was the next question. 
"Only my hands,” was the rejoiner. 
“ Who had the stick?” 
"M artinez.” 
"W hen you went away was Martinez 
alive or dead ?” 
"A live, but stretched on the ground 
apparently unable to move.” 
The prisoner maintained considerable 
sa n g froid throughout and appeared to 
regard himseif as the aggrieved party. 
THE INQUEST. 
Coroner M eredith arrived in town at 
a late honr, having driven in from 
Santa Monica. 
He said that at the 
inquest the jury returned a verdict that 
‘ deceased 
came 
to his death from 
injuries inflicted by a blunt instrum ent 
in the handB oí Juan Jose Piña in a 
drunken quarrel. 


A Q u e e r T r a d e . 
There is au old m an nam ed Crane, 
who keeps a corral and stables on Buena 
Vista street. 
He needed a small sum of 
money, so be went to a money-lender 
and made preparations to get $250. 
He 
gave a note for the sum ,and a bill of sale 
on his stock, worth about $800 to secure 
the note. The slick individual who made 
the loan is said to have told Crane that 
in order to make the matter secure the 
stuff had to be delivered to him , and that 
he had to take it away from the premises. 
He promised to bring it back iu a few 
hours and leave it to Crane, setting forth 
that it was held as security for the debt. 
So 
he 
took 
all 
the 
goods oil 
with 
him , 
but 
not 
returning 
Crane went to look after it, and found 
the man selling the rigs, having actually 
dúposed of one. Crane then went to the 
District Attorney’s office to get the man 
arrested, but he was told there th at they 
could find no form of proceeding to make 
the arrest under. 
Crane then sought a 
private lawyer who brought suit to re­ 
plevin the property, alleging that fraud 
was committed in getting possession of 
it.

U u n c l i A r r a ig n e d . 
In ju stice M cElfresh’s court at Santa 
Monica, yesterday, was arraigned George 
Bunch, whose capture and the nature of 
the charges against him were recorded 
in yesterday morning’s H e r a l d .

asked for time to obtain eviddllce, so the 
preliminary examination was set for 
Tuesday next, defendant being held to 
answer in $2.000 bail, in default of which 
he was committed to the County Jail.

his portion of Machado’s horses.

estate business. 
Few, if any, suspected 
any crookedneFB in the man, and even 
bis wife was kept in utter ignorance of 
his hankering after strange flesh. 
At 
sunset last night she was in blissful un­ 
consciousness of her husband's depar­ 
ture, and will awake today to a terrible 
realization of her situation. If it be true 
that he has proven recreant, he was a 
sly one in his doings. 
Teele’s business for a year past has 
been largely in the Rental Agency.

T he Street Superintendent also sub­ 
m itted an ordinance specifying the m an­ 
ner in which cement curbs shall be con­ 
structed. 
Referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
A communication from School Super­ 
intendent Friesner in relation to the 
num bering of houses, published yester­ 
day in the H erald, was read and refer­ 
red to a epeqjal committee on house 
numbers. 
The Auditor’s trial balance for the 
week ending last Saturday was read and 
referred to the Finance Committee.

hia blow most effective, was, within five 
seconds, and probably w ithin three sec­ 
onds, to strike with his clenched fist 
Field, 73 years old, sitting down, with 
his side and back to his assailant, taken 
by surprise, and unable to make the 
least resistance before receiving the blow. 
W hat would have been the result of 
even one blow if Terry and Field had 
been left wholly to them selves? The 
side of the neck, back of the ear. is one 
of the most vital parts of the human 
body, and to a blow with auy hard Bub- 
stance, like the fist, is probably more 
vulnerable than any other par;. The 
skull adjoioing it at the base of the brain 
and at the temples is nearly as liable to 
a fatal result from a blow. 
If Terry had 
not been stopped by Neagle that blow 
would have been delivered within three 
or five seconds on one of these three 
vital places, and would have been fol­ 
lowed up by such additional violence to 
Field’s prostrate body as Terry’s deep- 
seated hate, inflamed by the excitem ent 
of the present encounter, would have in­ 
cited him to inflict. Of the striking of 
that one blow there is no question; the 
rest is probable. 
It is impossible, of 
course, to determine the actual result of 
the blow, because the blow was never 
otruck; and the law. therefore, in order 
to determine whether or not a felony was 
attem pted, seeks to ascertain only what 
would have been the probable result. No 
impartial p rjon can resist the conviction 
that the probable effect (not the certain, 
inevitable effect, for that is not what the 
law inquires, but the probable effect) of 
that stunning fist-blow on that seventy- 
three-year-old m an’s neck or head would 
have caused his instant or ultimate 
death. In either case a felony would 
have been committed. The law there­ 
fore made it the legal duty of Neagle 
and of every other citizen standing by. 
to prevent, so far as within his power, 
the blow and the felony. That being 
Citizen Neagle’s duty, he did it, and is 
to be commended therefor, unless the 
means he employed were not, under the 
circumstances, warranted by the law. 
Let us see. 
It was his duty to make his 
resistance to Terry effectual to prevent 
the felony. 
The case was urgent. What- 
over he uid must be done within the 
five seconds at the farthest, before the 
blow would be delivered. There were 
only two conrees that he could take that 
would be effective to prevent the felony 
on Field. One was to spring in between 
Terry and Field, and, by grappling in 
with Terry, himself receive whatever in­ 
jury came of i t ; the other was to pro­ 
vent the blow from being struck. That 
is, the only question for Neagle to decide 
then and 
there instant'y was who, 
Field, himself or Terry should receive 
the violence necessary to stop the fracas 
which Terry had begun and was then 
continuing. The law forbade him as a 
good citizen to allow it to be inflicted on 
Field, if he could by any means what­ 
ever prevent it. Was it bis legal duty 
to subject himself to the unknown 
amount of injury he would receive in 
fight with that infuriated man, Terry 
Of course the law does not require 
of its unoffending citizens any such sac­ 
rifice in order to restore the pe ice in a 
fracas of which they happen to be Bimply 
spectators. 
Of those present, the law 
selects as the proper recipient of the vio­ 
lence necessary to stop violence, not the 
innocent spectators, not the innocent 
party attacked, but the guilty person 
who begins or threatens violence—in 
this case the m an Terry, who had al­ 
ready done some violence and was in­ 
stantly threatening 
more 
and more 
deadly. 
On him the only violence that 
could be effectually brought to bear 
within that precious five seconds, and 
yet save the two innocent parties, was 
the instantaneous deadly weapon.

The Killing: off David R. Terry 
For the first tim e we now have authen­ 
ticated in the evidence taken in the 
United States O ourtat San Francisco the 
facts of the killing of ex-Judge Terry in 
defense of Justice Field. 
With theee 
facts in possession, we can determ ine 
with a good degree of accuracy the char­ 
acter of the act of Neagle as defined by 
the law of this State. 
The statute law, as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court of the State, “ makes it 
“ the duty of every one who sees a fel- 
“ ony attem pted by violence to prevent 
“ it if possible, and allows him to use the 
“ necessary means to make his resistance 
“ effeetul;’’ People v. Trovis, 56 Cal. 
Reports, page 256. That is the l$w. 
The facte are these: Terry came to 
Field, who waa quietly pursuing his own 
business, and standing over him from 
behin^, attacked Field, who was sitting, 
slapping him on the aide, face ana 
head with his h a n d ; and continued the 
assault by clinching hia fiat and drawing 
back his arm to strike Field on the side 
of th e head or neck, back of the ear. 
Neagle was sitting next to Field, saw the 
situation and commanded Terry to stop. 
Waa the case then the one contemplated 
by the law ? Waa a felony attem pted by 
Terry by violence; and were the means 
aed by Neagle neceeaary to make his 
resistance effectual? 
W hether or not 
Terry waa attem pting to commit a felony 
can be decided by determining, u near 
a t we can, w hat he would have done if 
left to him self unhindered by Neagle. 
Terry, 66 y ea n old, over six feet tall, 
weighing over 
220 
pounds, of 
un­ 
usual vigor at hia 
age, of 
unusual 
strength, always angry beyond even h it 
own oontrol, and standing over his vie- 
aifttbSESd in tin 
vutivad tin in tin bast possible position to make 
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le took the only course he could to make 
is resistance to Terry’s violence, as the 
law requires, effectual to stop it. 
Any­ 
thing short of disabling Terry would not 
have prevented his violence, and either 
Field or Neagle would have been the suf­ 
ferer, the innocent instead of the guilty. 
The law, therefore, holds Neagle not 
only blameless, but to be commended as 
having done the State a service in pre­ 
venting the commission of a crime. 
In what I have said above I have con­ 
sidered Neagle’s action only as it was af­ 
fected by what took place in the dining­ 
room at Lathrop,for the reason that that 
was sufficient for his vindication. 
But 
the history of Terry’s relations with 
Field prior to that meeting, hiB intense 
hatred of Field and the causes of it, the 
deadly threats he had made against 
Field tO'Franks, to Woolsey, to Williams, 
to Wiggioton and to others, added to the 
fact that Terry was always armed with a 
knife and bore the character of a fighter 
to kill, in such encounters as he had 
just purposely begun, all of which was 
known to Neagle, gave such a significance 
to Terry’s attack 
on Field, and so 
largely increased the probability of a 
felonious result that Neagle would have 
been warranted in shooting Terry to 
death, even if the apparent peril of Field 
had been far less deadly than it was. 
For Neagle, in deciding whether a felony 
was attem pted, and if there was, the 
means he would take to prevent it, might 
rightfully take into account all the facts 
and circumstances that would influence 
Field himself in repelling the attack. 
Field would not have been bound, and 
Neagle was not bound to regard this 
as a chance falling out of an ordinary 
character. 
He knew better, and bad no 
right to ignore Terry’s fixed purpose, 
arm ed preparation and probable present 
ability to carry his deadly purpose into 
instant effect. It would have been the 
heighth of folly for Field not to consider 
these things, if he had to decide what 
was necessary to defend himeelf success­ 
fully. The same was equally true of 
Neagle in making his decision. 
Both Field and Neagle were Federal 
officers, the attack on Field was on ac­ 
count of hia official action, and Neagle, 
in his official capacity, as he claims, pro­ 
tected him . 
Whether these facts oust 
the State courts and give the Federal 
courts exclusive jurisdiction of the case, 
is a question tfc at the Federal courts will 
probably decide in favor of their own ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction. That the Federal 
courts shonld have full power to protect 
Federal officers might be necessary to 
the maintenance, of the Federal author­ 
ity in a community hostile to the Fed­ 
eral Government or under the influence 
of a local prejudice or interest opposed to 
the enforcement of some Federal law.

I t h a s been an open secret for w eeks 
p a st th a t th e Lob A ngeles an d Pacific 
railroad w as in a bad condition financial­ 
ly , an d last Saturday it becam e know n 
th a t a receiver w ould be ap pointed in a 
few d ays. 
Y esterday m atters cam e to a 
h ead in th e filing of a com plaint in th e 
Superior C ourt w ith an application for a 
receiv er for th e road. 
ThiB action w as 
tak en by; th e C alifornia B ank of th is 
city as th e holders of certain notes issued 
b y th e railro ad people. 
Jo in ed w ith th e 
railroad as d efen d an ts to th e su it are 
M . L . W icks, h is wife a n d th e A m erican 
L oan an d TruBt C om pany. T he property 
involved in th e su it com prises th e fran ­ 
chises, roadbed and rails of ab o u t tw enty 
m iles of road ex ten d in g from th e S ister’s 
H o sp ital, 
along 
certain 
streets 
of 
th e 
city 
to 
its 
w estern 
borders, 
a t 
Iv an h o e 
and 
th en ce 
along 
th e foothills to S anta M onica, w ith a 
b ran ch ru n n in g from Ivanhoe across th e 
riv e r to B u rb an k , being about six m iles 
in length. 
Besides theBe th e corporation 
h a s recen tly been g ranted a franchise to 
com e alm o st into th e cen ter of th e city 
a t th e Plaza. 
T his is m erely a franchise 
rig h t, b u t th e road h as n ot been con* 
structed over th is bit of territory. 
T he com plaint sets out th e affairs of 
th e road very fully. 
T he tw o notes on 
w hich th e su it is based w ere m ade about 
a m onth ago, one for $1,200 an d an o th er 
for $10,571.48, to W . T. Spilm an. 
T hey 
are m ad e payable on dem an d . 
T he road 
w as incorporated in 1887, w ith a capital 
of $2,1(50,000. 
I t w as first know n as th e 
Los A ngeles an d O strich F a rm railroad, 
an d th e Los A ngeles C ounty railroad, 
th e form er n am e being applied to the 
B u rb an k b ran ch , an d th e la tte r to th e 
S a n ta M onica line. 
A bout a y ear ago 
th ey w ere consolidated u n d er th e n am e 
of th e 11 os A ngeles an d Pacific railroad 
T h e Los A ugeles C ounty road, w hen 
b u ilt, issued $80,000 of firet m ortgage 
bonds, w h ich w ere placed w ith 
th e 
A m erican L oan an d T ru st C om pany. 
L a ter M . L . W icks set u p a claim th a t 
th e road ow ed him $50,000, to cover 
w h ich th e road is alleged to h ave given 
W icks six ty of its first m ortgage bonds. 
A fter th e roads w ere consolidated a new 
series of first m ortgage bonds to th e 
am o u n t of $240,000 w as issued, th e old 
ones being retired, th e A m erican Loan 
a n d T ru st C om pany tak in g th e new 
bonds. 
M . L. W icks gave u p hiB sixty 
bonds of th e old issue and received 170 
of th e new ones a t $1,000 each. 
T he 
com plaint alleges th a t th e com pany h as 
sp e n t $350,000 in th e construction of th e 
road, an d th a t th e d eb ts of th e corpora­ 
tion am ount to $225,000.

reaso n for asking for a receiver, th e com ­ 
p lain t alleges th a t M . L . W icks h as as­ 
signed th e 170 m ortgage bonds held by 
him to h is wife, an d a m ovem ent is on 
foot to pell th ese bonds to an innocent 
p arty w ho does n ot u n d erstan d th e situ a­ 
tion th e road is i n ; th a t th is w ould place 
th e 
o th er creditors 
of th e 
road a t 
a d isadvantage, as B u c h p u rch aser w ould 
h ave a preferred lien on th e road to th e 
am o u n t of $125,000 over and above th e 
claim s of M . L. W icks. 
I t is to afford 
all th e creditors a n equitable claim 
ag ain st th e road th a t th e application is 
m ad e. 
T he application w as m ade be­ 
fore Jn d g e Shaw , w ho a t once granted 
it, appointing W . T. S pilm an as receiver. 
J u st prior to th e g ranting of th e appli­ 
catio n th e F irst N ational B ank, of th is 
city, and th e B aker Iro n W orks, placed 
an 
a ttach m en t on 
th e road, w hich 
stopped th e ru n n in g of th e train s yes­ 
terd a y . 
M r. B pilm an is of th e opinion 
th a t th e train s will ru n as usual under 
h is m an ag em en t. C ertain ly h is appoint­ 
m en t w ould be in favor of such a solu­ 
tio n of th e im m ediate difficulty. 
M r. 
S pilm an bu ilt th e road, an d was a large 
stockholder in it u n til about a m onth 
ago. 
H e th en sold ou t, an d th e notes on

m e n t and th e cu ttin g dow n of supplies 
a n d th e w ages of th e m en. 
T h ere w ere ab o u t th irty prssont, re­ 
p resen tin g eith e r in person or by proxy 
m o st of th e u n d erw riters of th e city. W . 
J . B rodrick called th e m eeting to o rd e r; 
G . G . Jo h n so n served as Secretary. 
M r. B rodrick said th a t from th e re ­ 
p o rts in circulation it w ould ap p ear th a t 
th e C ouncil h ad in contem plation cer­ 
ta in changes in th e F ire D epartm ent 
w h ich w ere of in terest to all property 
ow ners. 
T he C om m ittee on R etrench­ 
m e n t proposed to reduce th e nu m b er of 
th e m en in active service an d to chaDge 
th e m ode of paying call m en—stopping 
th e ir reg u lar w ages and paying them for 
a ctu al service only.

That t h e present Fire Department, w h ile 
prompt and efficient, Is not too large, or too 
well equipped to cover the large field embraced 
within the corporate limits; and 
That any rednotlon in the membership, or 
diminution of the appropriation for the pur­ 
chase of needed supplies, or change In the 
mode of paying the "«dll'* m ea would sorely 
weaken the efficiency ol (be department 


and threaten the safety of the city; be It 
therefore 
Resolved, That 
the President appoint a 
committee of five (in addition to himself, as 
Chairman ex of f i ci ot o wait upon the "Re­ 
trenchment Committee,’, and, if necessary, 
upon the City Council, and earnestly protest 
against any action adverse to the safety of the 
city as regards the destruction of property by 
Are. 
T hese resolutions w ere adopted, a nd 
such com m ittee th e following gentlem en 
were appointed by th e c h a ir: E .F.S pence, 
of th e S o u th ern C alifornia Insurance 
C om pany; A . H aas, representing five 
co m p an ies; G. A . D obiuson, five com ­ 
panies ; G eorge B rodbear, th e New Zea­ 
land C o m p a n y ; and B en. E . W ard, tw o 
com panies. 
S everal o th er m atters of special in ter­ 
est to th e insurance people cam e u p and 
w ere disposed of, an d th e m eeting a d ­ 
journed. 
A s th e action h ad been taken alm ost 
w ithout discussion, one of th e m em bers 
of th e com m ittee was asked w hat they 
proposed to do. 
"W e sh all e x e rt o u r­ 
selves to hold back th e com m ittee from 
reporting in favor of a redaction of the 
force,” said h e. 
“ W ith th e exam p le of 
th e succession of d isasters w hich have 
overtaken th e cities in th e n o rth ern p art 
of th is S tate an d in th e States above b e­ 
fore us, it is very surprising th at such a 
plan should be considered a t all a t th is 
tim e.

The death of Samnel Sullivan Cox, 
which had been m om entarily antici­ 
pated, took place laat evening. 
In the 
demise of this em inent statesm an the 
nation has loot one of her most distin­ 
guished public men and the Democratic 
party one oi its most sagacious leaders. 
Mr. Cox was a native of Zanesville, 
Ohio, and was in his sixty-fifth year. 
H e served four successive terms in Con­ 
gress from Ohio, moved to New York 
and served fonr term s from that State. 
H e accepted the Turkish mission from 
C leveland, but on account of the poor 
state of his health only remained a year 
a t the Court of the Sultan, and returned 
home. H e was re-elected to Congress, 
of which body he was a member at the 
tim e of his death. 
Mr. Cox has not only 
secured an em inent place among Ameri 
can statesm en, but as a publicist and 
litterateur he holds quite an exalted 
position. 
He possessed a great genius 
for hum or, and one of hiB books, "W hy 
We Laugh,” is a most delightful and en­ 
tertaining 
serio-comic 
storehouse of 
knowledge and suggestion on the subject 
of wit. In debate, he was so bright and 
sparkliDg, and withal so profound, logi­ 
cal and instructive, that whenever it was 
known he was to speak he commanded 
the attention of the House and filled the 
galleries. He was one of the best informed 
m en of his tim e on all topics, but 
he was especially an authority upon all 
domestic, political and public questions. 
H is knowledge was so various and wide 
and his diction so rich and affluent 
that he threw a flood of light and 
strength of presentation into every dis­ 
cussion in which he took part. Whilst 
during the Rebellion he loyally sup­ 
ported the cause of the Union with hie 
votes and his influence, he was a firm 
and consistent opponent of the policy 
and the methods of the Administration. 
H is m ost considerable work, published 
three years ago, entitled "Three Decades 
of 
Federal Legislation,” is oae of 
the 
most valuable 
contributions to 
the historical literature of the country. 
I t wae written in defense of the con­ 
servative policy of the Democrats who 
attem pted to Btem the radical extrava­ 
gances of the ultra war party during the 
Rebellion, and as an antidote to the 
noxious doctrines advanced and justified 
by the W ades, the Camerons and the 
Blaines. I t is an invalnable work of 
reference to the political student, and 
will take its place as a standard in our 
libraries. I t is a singular fact in the 
idioeyncracies of a m ind eo brilliant and 
well poised as was that of Mr. Cox 
th at his natural preneneas to wit and 
hum or was considered by him a great 
drawback. 
H e 
wonld 
complain 
th at 
having 
gained 
in 
his lighter 
moods a reputation as a wit, that it less­ 
ened the foree and effect of his most 
serious and thonghtful efforts. H e felt 
himeelf unfortunate, and like Moliere, 
who feared that his graver works were 
weakened by the fame he had attained 
from his lighter comedies, eo Mr. Cox 
declared th at when he was most serious 
and most in earnest, his friends were 
looking for sallies of humor. 
W hilst the 
great abilities of Mr. Cox have alwaye 
been 
recognized 
by 
the 
country, 
yet 
on 
account 
of 
the 
peculiar 
state 
of 
politics 
during 
the 
tim e of his public life, he did not attain 
th a t higher fame or reward which would 
have been his had he lived an age in 
advance of his time. A m an ef genius, 
he would have made his m ark in any 
country and at any tim e, but either b e­ 
fore or after he came upon the public 
stage, he would have had a niche in the 
tem ple of fame which the radical ten­ 
dencies of his own time denied him .

N ew Y o r k , September 10.—Incoming 
vessels are anxiously'awaited for news of 
the great storm at sea, which has been 
raging during the past few days. 
That it 
has been the worst of recent years is 
made evident by the high tides and storm 
waves which have done such great dam­ 
age along the coast. In this city the cel­ 
lars and first floors of buildings along the 
water frontage were all flooded this 
morning, and ferryboats had difficulty in 
getting into the B lips. 
Reports of great damage done at high 
tide laat night all along the coast are 
coming in and as the tide this morning was 
higher than last night, it is evident there 
is an enormous loss of property. 
Along 
the New Jersey coast the low beaches are 
submerged and railroad tracks injured. 
Thousands of spectators watched|*he surf, 
which was the wildest and highest known 
in years. 
ATLANTIC CITY CUT OFF. 
Atlantic City is completely cut off from 
the main land, and many bathing houses 
are ground up into kindling wood. Sev­ 
eral pavilions were lifted bodily from the 
pilings and carried away. 
Reports from Coney Island show that 
this is the worst encroachment of the sea 
ever known there. 
All night long the 
waves dashed over the breakwater. At 
M anhattan and Brighton Beach there 
was a tremendous roar. The marine 
railway between the two places was en­ 
tirely swept away. 
This m orning there 
was not a vestige left of the esplanade in 
front of the M anhattan hotel, and the 
tide flows in and out of the basement of 
the building. 
In this city some of the piers are en­ 
tirely covered by the tide. 
Some places 
usually twelve feet above high water are 
licked by the angry waves. Tbe bay and 
rivers are exceedingly turbulent, owing 
to the high wind. 
Sailors say it is the 
greatest flood in twenty years. 
FEARS FOB OCEAN STEAMERR. 
The storm is believed to have been 
right in the track of the ocean steam ers; 
it is feared that some of them , including 
the City of New York and Teutonic, have 
suffered. Telegraphic communication to 
Sandy Hook is cut off. The outside har­ 
bor is so rough and the w eather so thick 
that boats dare not venture out. 
Word 
comes lrom Coney Island that the tide 
was higher this morning than last night. 
The M anhattan 
Beach and Oriental 
hotels are flooded to tbe doors and the 
occupants are unable to leave. 
The 
West End H otel is entirely submerged. 
The water is flowing over to Sheepshead 
Bay. The beach at M anhattan has been 
entirely washed away. 
Persons still 
there are badly frightened. 
A Coney Island special says the m am ­ 
moth bathing pavilion belonging to the 
M anhattan Beach hotel has been beaten 
down by th e thundering waves. The old 
m arine railway was carried awav early 
today, and taken with an awful crash 
over tbe new marine railway, fully 300 
feet inland', carrying the latter away 
bodily, overturning and smashing the 
cars like 
kindling wood. 
The old 
Brighton Beach bathing pavilion fol­ 
lowed with a deafening crash, and drifted 
with herculean force against the new 
bath house, tearing part of that away. 
The Brighton Beach hotel is surrounded 
by over two feet of water. 
One hundred 
feet of the lawn in front of the hotel has 
been eaten away since last night, and 
will all be gone before tonight. The 
Brighton Beach railway is submerged. 
No trains are running. 
REPOBT8 FROM UP THE HUDSON 
Show that the tide today was the high­ 
est for many years. At Poughkeepsie 
the water covered the docks for nearly 
100 feet from the usual w ater’s edge. A 
severe etorm is raging along the river to­ 
night. 
A strong northwesterly gale and the 
high tides that have been prevailing for 
the last two days have caused great dam­ 
age along the coast of Long island. 
At 
Rockaway Beach the tide reached an un­ 
paralleled height today. 
The bathing 
houses were washed 
away, and the 
waves broke in on the verandas of the 
hotels. 
The short stretch of railroad 
running between Rockaway Beach, Ar- 
verne and F ar Rockaway was 
sab- 
merged. 
A portion of it was under­ 
m ined, and the trains had to be discon­ 
tinued. The bridge between Arverne 
and Rockaway Beach was carried away. 
Ail the small islands in Jamaica bay 
were covered with water. Scarcely any­ 
thing could be seen of Hog island at 
high tide. All the buildings on the 
island have been washed away. Fire 
island and Oak island were cut off from 
all communication with the mainland by 
boat or telegraph. 
From the Babylon 
shore great waves could be seen breaking 
over both islands during the afternoon 
and it was rumored that four cottages, 
occupied by families from Babylon, had 
been carried away. 
An effort was made 
to send a boat from Babylon to the as­ 
sistance of the occupants of the cottages, 
but the boat was beaten back by the 
wind and tide. At a late hour no definite 
news has been received concerning their 
fate. 
Sag Harbor was flooded. 
Water cov* 
ered the Long Island railroad tracks and 
yard. All the towns along the shore re­ 
port more or less damage, and all craft 
anchored in the harbors and bays were 
driven ashore, and in Bome instances 
completely destroyed. 
Telegraph and 
telephone lines are down all over the 
island. 


THE STORM CONTINUES. 
The storm which had been raging all 
day continued daring the night. The 
waves at the Battery swept over the wall 
into the street. Never in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitants h«s the tide ran 
eo high. It crept tonight up to the 
level of the streets. East and North 
rivers are almoet deserted, and none of 
the smaller craft eeem inclined to ven­ 
ture out. 
The high tide created sad 
havoc in the cellars along both the river 
fronts, as much as nine feet of water 
being reported in some of them before 
the tide fell. 


C H A O S A L O N G T B E C O A ST .

P h i l a d e l p h i a , September 10.—A se­ 
vere etorm accompanied by rain pre-t 
vailed in this city and vicinity all day.' 
Fire alarm, police, telegraph and tele­ 
phene wires are proetrated all over the 


shape. 
The damaging etorm which hi ■ 
prevailed along the Atlantic Coast since 
Sunday still continues, and reporte re* 
eeived here indicate that the damage to 
the railroad lines entering Atlantic City, 
Cape May, Ocean City and other coas 
resorts is very great. Only a few earl / 
trains succeeded in getiisg through. 
The meadows near Atlantic City are cov­ 
ered with water and trains were washed 
away in places. Early reports of the 
situation were made today by the rail­ 
road officials, then the storm carried 
away the telegraph poles and wire?, it is 
supposed, as all communication is cut 
off. The water in the old Camden and 
Atlantic excursion hom e at Atlantic 
City is four or five feet high. 
The lstest 
reports were that the heavy northeast 
wind was growing heavier, and there 
was not a sign of cessation. 
OCEAN CITY UNDER WATER. 
Ocean City is almost entirely UDder 
water, and the beach road, which is 
flooded in every high tide, is believed to 
be an entire wreck. On the Angleeea 
branch it wae reported that three rail­ 
road cars were turned over on their sides 
and that the passengers climbed out of 
the windows unhurt, but very disconso­ 
late. They were compelled to make 
themselves as comfortable as possible on 
the sides of the cars. This report has 
not been confirmed, but is believed to be 
true. 
Grave fears are entertained for prop­ 
erty at Atlantic City, as well as for the 
lives of the residents, for there would be 
no way of escape should the condition 
become more threatening. 
While rail­ 
road trains cannot get ont of the city, it is 
not likely anything else can, except 
boats, and there are not enough boats 
there to help one-tenth of the people. 
The laat report received by the Camden 
and Atlantic road officials was to tbe 
effect that the water was still rising. At­ 
lantic City is on low ground and partly 
on made ground, and grave apprehen­ 
sions are felt for the safety of the people 
there. 
Up to a late hour tonight communica 
tion by telegraph has not been had with 
any point on the coast between Dela­ 
ware breakwater and Atlantic City. At 
Lewes, Delaware, the wind has been 
blowing a gale all day, and late tonight 
was unabated. The tide was the high­ 
est since 1867. Telegraphic communica 
tion with the breakwater was destroyed 
about 9 o’clock this morning. 
Both 
wooden piers have 
been destroyed 
Eleven schooners are ashore. 
DESTRUCTION AT CAPE MAY. 
A special from Cape May to the In 
quirer says: The heavy tide of last night 
washed out the beach drive east of the 
Stockton hotel, and filled the meadows 
on each side of the city. The wind, 
which increased in force through tbe 
night, made tbe tide of this morning the 
highest for thirteen years. 
The greatest 
apprehensions are felt concerning the 
tide, which 
shall reach its highest 
point tonight. The cottage occupied by 
the widow of the late General Phil K ear­ 
ney, and the cottages around it were sur­ 
rounded by water a foot deep. On Pov­ 
erty beach, on which is situated Cold 
Spring Inlet Life Soving Station, the 
waves went right across it, and three, 
times lifted the Government station off 
the under pinning, and also completely 
demolished the Caps May and Sewel 
Point railroad. The heavy seas on the 
meadows made an inlet, as was 
pected, on the beach, just east of the 
Life Saving station, and now the heavy 
volume of water is making it deeper 
every hour. 
‘ 
The waves broke over the veranda and 
flooring of the Mineral Springs holffil 
at Madison avenue, and swept directly 
into the house. The meadow east of the 
city is a sea for miles up tbe country 
back of the beach. 
The city is nearly 
all under water, and many of the cottag­ 
ers in the lower part of town had to aban 
don the first floor and take to the second. 
At Cape May Point the Couiton House 
has been underm ined, and the sea hae 
cut into the whole place from fifty to one 
hundred feet. 
Heavy seas have wrecked 
the pier where steamers land. The only 
mode of travel from Cape May City to 
the Point is by carriages or wagons 
through two feet or so of water.

N e w Y o r k , September 10.—Congress­ 
man “ Sunset” Cox died at 8:33 o’clock 
this evening. His end was quiet, and the 
dying man breathed his last as peace­ 
fully as if falling into a light sleep. Mrs. 
Cox, who had scarcely been away from 
his bedBide for the past two days and 
nights, held his left hand, while his old 
friend Douglass Taylor held the other. 
He had been conscious all day until 
about a quarter of an hour before the 
end. 
Mr. Cox’s last conversation was 
about the four Territories whose State­ 
hood he hoped to father. He mentioned 
New Mexico and Arizona and said some­ 
thing about making a great effort in their 
behalf at the coming session. 
I q the 
afternoon, while Dr. Lockwood was talk­ 
ing to him , he made some witty rem arks 
which completely upset the Doctor’s 
dignity. Late in the afternoon telegrams 
were sent to Cox's three sisters, two of 
whom live in Zanesville, O., and the 
other in 8t. L ouíb. 
Cox’s nephew, who 
is Superintendent of the Smithsonian In ­ 
stitute, was aleo telegraphed for. Dr. 
Lockwood said the immediate cause of 
his death was heart failure, and the 
cause was peritonitis. Telegrams were 
sent to the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House, Representative 
Leedom 
and 
Speaker Carlisle. 
[Samuel Sullivan Cox was born at 
Zanesville, Ohio, September 30, 1824. 
He graduated from Brown University 
in 1846, where he had m aintained him ­ 
self by literary work. Aftergraduation 
took up the profession of law. 
He 
traveled in Europe, and as the result of 
his observations published bis first book, 
"T he 
Buckeye A broad,” 
which ap­ 
peared in 1852. In 1853-54 he was editor 
and proprietor of the Columbus, Ohio, 
Statesman. 
It was from a glowing and 
poetical description of a sunset, which 
appeared from his pen in this journal, 
that he received the sobriquet o! “ Sun­ 
set,” which clung to him the remainder 
of his life. In 1855 he was appointed 
Secretary of Legation to Peru. 
He 
served four term s in 
Congress from 
Ohio, from 1856 to 1862. 
In 1865 he took 
up his residence in New York, and was 
elected to CongreFg from that city in 1868 
and 1870. In 1872 he was a candidate 
for Congress as member from this State 
at large, but was defeated with the rest 
of the Democratic ticket. Subsequently, 
however, he was elected to that Congreet* 
to fill a vacancy caused by the death of 
a 
member 
from New 
York City. 
H e was repeatedly re-elected, until 1885, 
when he resigned to accept the position 
of M inister to Turkey, which was ten­ 
dered him by President Cleveland. 
He 
returned after a year, and was again 
elected to Congress in 1886 and ’88. 
He 
was cue of the most prominent and use­ 
ful members of that body, and was sev­ 
eral 
tim es 
a 
candidate 
for 
tbe 
Speakership. 
He was 
called 
on 
frequently to 
act 
as 
Speaker 
pro 
tem . 
H is ill-health dates back but 
a few months. 
He had but recently re­ 
turned from a tour of th e Pacific Coast. 
He spent several weeks in retirem ent at 
the home of a relative in Pasadena d a t­ 
ing this trip. Rest being the object of 
his visit, his arrival was kept from tbe 
ears of the public, and it was not until 
after bis departure that his visit was 
made known. Besides newspaper and 
magazine articles, he was the author of a 
num ber of valuable and entertaining 
books. 
H e is known to fame equally as 
a writer and statesm an.

W a s h in g t o n , September 1 0 — In accord­ 
ance with an act of Congress passed last 
session, Colonel Marshall Donald, Fish 
Commissioner, sent a party this summer 
to Alaska to make an investigation 
of 
the salmon rivers of 
th a t Ter­ 
ritory 
with a view 
to 
prescribing 
regulations 
for 
the 
protection 
of 
the fisheries. 
Dr. Bean is in charge of 
the investigation and his first report, 
dated Karlnk, Alaska, August 12th, has 
i 
'ust been received by Colonel McDonald. 
)r. Bean says the Karlnk is, according 
to statistics, the greatest salmon river in 
Alaska. A falling off in the catch this year 
is anticipated, owing to over fishing and 
seining at the m outh of the river, which 
makes the ascent of the fish to their 
spawning grounds a m atter of great diffi­ 
culty, except one day in the week. 
The river is full of young salmon, 
and the stream is broken by rocks 
into rapids and lagoons, but enemies of 
the salmon, aside 
from fishers, are 
fonnd in the salmon shark, cormorants, 
galls, sculpins, dolly-vardens, and steel- 
heads. There are six canning companies 
located 
at 
Karluk 
and 
all 
the 
fishing is done along the little piece of 
outside beach adjacent to the river’s 
month, not exceeding half a mile in 
length, and in the last two miles of the 
river’s coarse. H aul seines are the main 
dependencies. Some of the largest ones 
are 1,500 feet long. 
The catch of August 
was 153,000, one firm alone taking 50,­ 
000. 
Fishing continues all day and all 
night, as it is light enough to see plain­ 
ly, except from 10:40 p.m. to 1:30 a.m. 
From Friday midnight to Saturday m id­ 
night the ascent of salmon is unob­ 
structed. The Doctor says th e sentiment 
of the fishermen is in favor of obeying 
the law against obstructions. 
A trap 
S 
laced in the river was taken ont 
y them just before the arrival of 
the party. 
The num ber of fishermen 
employed at K arlnk is 400, all white. 
Six hundred Chinese are employed in the 
canneries. 
Mr. Booth has surveyed the 
river three miles, but further progress 
cannot be made this year.

8ept9mber crop report of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture makes the general 
average of corn 91, a reduction of nearly 
five points; winter wheat when har­ 
vested, 89.4; from 92 on the first of Ju ly ; 
of spring wheat 93.1, an increase from 
$1.2 in August. This makes the general 
average of all w heat 87.6. 
The general 
condition of oats is 90, instead of 92.3 
last month ; rye, 91.6; barley, 88.9, in­ 
stead of 90.6; bnckwheat, 92.1, instead 
of 85.2; tobacco, 76.2, a redaction from 
84.4. 
The percentage of stock hogs 
available for flattening is 101; condition, 
98. The corn crop is a week late in a 
large proportion of its breadth. 
In the 
Ohio valley and the lake region there 
has been a marked reduction of the con­ 
dition daring 
the last 
month from 
drought following the heavy rains of the 
early summer. 
In 
Ohio and In­ 
diana 
there 
was a previous injury 
of bottom land crops by floods. 
In 
Michigan and Wisconsin the effects of 
droughts and other influences are most 
injurious. There is complaint of dronght 
west of the Mississippi, bat too late in 
the season for a serious reduction. W est 
of the Missouri the conditions have been 
more favorable than in any other part of 
the country, and the crop is very large. 
In the seven surplus States the figures 
for condition a re : Ohio, 81, a loss of 6 
points; Indiana, 81, a loes of 0 points; 
Illinois, 87, a loss of 3 points; Iowa, 94, 
a loss of 6 points; Missouri, 93, a loss of 
3 points; Kansas, 98; Nebraska, 96. 
There is a reduction in winter wheat, 
as compared with the July report, in 
New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
California, and in some of the Southern 
States. 
The quality of the western 
grain, as shown by the grading, is com­ 
paratively poor, and will effect weight 
and intrinsic value. The condition of 
spring wheat is reported higher than in 
Augnst in the northern portion of the 
belt, and Blightly lower in Iowa and 
Nebraska.
